An era came to a close 
December 31, the last day 
of 1964, when Drayden 
Smith, operator of the 
Smith Brothers Grocery 
since May 19, 1910, sold his 
business. 

The number 19 has play- 
ed a significant part in, 
Drayden Smith’s life. He 
went in business on May 
19, 
on June 19, purchased life 
and fire insurance on July 
19, and got deeds to his 
farm on September 19. In 
1941 he was assigned Nume_ 
ber 19 in the cotton stamp 
program. His house num- 
ber is 19 and on November 
19, 1964, he sold out his 
“Smith Brothers’’ store, 


the sale becoming effective. 


December 31, 1964. 
Mr. Smith mentioned the 


changes that have taken’ 


place since he first went in 
business 50 years ago, the 
big change being in the 
packaging of items. Not 
many years ago flour, su- 
gar, beans, and many other, 
items were sold in bulk 
form. You could buy a hund- 
red pound sack of flour or 
if you wanted less the 
grocer would weigh up five 
or ten pounds in a paper 
bag. Cheese was bought by 
the hoop and cut to the 
amount wanted by the cus- 
tomer by a special knife 
that cut a wedge from the 
hoop. Chewing tobacco 
could be bought in any de- 
sired size by cutting off the 


giesized amount. Kerosene 


Jamps* and lamp chimneys 
were standard items and 
every grocery store had the 
old cracker barre} out for 
all to see. But World War 
II brought many changes in 
the grocery store opera- 
tions. More people wanted 
packaged items and frozen 
foods began to appear in 
food stores, 

Mr. Smith sold his store 
he had operated for 54 
years and most people his 
age retire, but not Mr. 
Smith. He is planning to 
raise livestock on a bigger 
scale and he states he will 
sell real-estate,

Dr. John Lester, Enter- 
prise Vetérinarian, called 
me the other night to re- 
port several cases of grass 
tetany in cattle. This con- 
dition causes cattle to stag- 
ger and then finally go 
down. Treatment must be 
prompt if an animal goes 
down, 

This grass tetany poison 
is caused by rapid growth 
of highly fertilized grass. 
The weather conditions 
have to be warm over a 
period of several days to 
cause this condition to 
come on, 

Dr. Lester said the way 
to control this poison is to 
let the animals graze only a 
few hours each day. Feed 
some hay before the cattle 
go on the grass and keep 
some hay near the cattle 
at all times. This condition 
should not last over 2-3 
more weeks. Be sure to

If you’re planning touse 
Sawdust as a soil condition- 
er before planting shrubs, 
you may run into some 
problems. 

Mixing sawdust with soil 
may Cause a nitrogen de- 
ficiency during the first 
and second growing sea- 
sons, This results in stunt- 
ed plant growth and loss of 
leaf color. Leaves will be- 


come a light yellow. 
To avoid these pro- 
blems, we ~ recommend 


using sawdust from piles 
that have been exposed for 
10 to 15 years. 


With the New Year here, 
many farm people turr, 
their thoughts to what the 
new year will bring. Fore- 
most in their minds are 
such questions as--will 
production cost rise and 
what will net farm incomes 
be? 

The national agri- 
cultural outlook for 1965 
is for the net farm income 
to remain stable. Gross 
farm income is expected to 
remain near the 1964 level. 

Production expenses 
may show a slight increase 
but will probably be less 
than usual, Current operat- 
ing expenses, such as feed 
and livestock, are expected 
to climb slightly. Also, 
Overhead costs--interest 
and taxes--will continue to 
rise, 

So, it looks like farmers 
will share fairly well in 
1965, though perhaps notas 
well as most other seg- 
ments of the nation’s econ- 
omy.
